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TEMPERAMENT BE HANGED! 

The most despicable act on the part 
ef any performer, ever witnest in Chi- 
cago, took place Monday evening, Feb- 
ruary 24, at the night show of the Pal- 
ace Music Hall. 

A bill of generous proportion and ex- 
perienced arrangement had been pre- 
pared, but for very obvious reasons, a 
comedian who was scheduled for fourth 
place, was not presented until sixth— 
exchanging places with Thomas A. Edi- 
son’s exhibition of talking pictures, the 
kinetofone, and thereby causing the 
performer to follow the athletic troupe 
of Nat Nazarro and company, which 
team is not only one of the most high- 
priced, but also one of the most meri- 
torious of vaudevil offerings. 

The ovation they evoke from the au- 
dience is always of the riotous variety, 
and so it was last Monday evening; in 
short, they stopt the show by calling 
forth more than a minute of real gen- 
uine applause. 

Unfortunately, one of the Nazarro’s 
had hurt his wrist, thereby rendering 
an encore impossible; yet, the audience, 
out of appreciation for the quality of 
their efforts, persisted with their ap- 
plause. 

After about two minutes time, the 
man with temperament should have 
walked in upon the stage with his 
monolog, but temperamentally enuf, 
not to mention any such thing as in- 
flated ego, the rotund comedian chafed 
at the enthusiasm evinced by the pa- 
trons for his fellow professionals, and 
peevishly refused to take his place be- 
fore the footlights. Altho the orches- 
tra at two or three different times 
struck up the tunes which introduced 
his entrance, he balkt steadfastly. 

This condition lasted for seven min- 
utes betore the comedian actually made 
up his mind to act the man and stop 
playing the baby. When he came out, 
he reprimanded the audience in rather 
tgaeae manner for their undue hilar- 
ity. 

Such an act is despicable, and a man, 
whether he is an artistic headliner or 
not, deserves only contempt for such 
Juvenility. This comedian has estab- 
lisht himself with all members of Mon- 
day night’s audience as a boor for 
evermore, and certainly deserves no 
better. He not only rubbed the audi- 
ence rough, but thru his kiddishness, 
assailed the intelligence of the very 
people whom he is paid to serve. In 
addition to the inartistie aspect of such 
horseplay, there is a human or tragic 
side that looms up for the most im- 
portant consideration. Some of the

Such, at least, was 
the gist of conversation which ema- 
nated from some of the important Chi- 
eago vaudevil circles, members of which 
had been apprised of the occurrence or 
who had themselves witnest it. 


ENTERTAINMENT AND WAR. 


Mexico is the hot-bed of a revolution. 
Treachery and bioodshed have gone 
hand in hand. The trusted general of 
the president’s army turned traitor and 
the unfortunate president and hapless 
vice-president were ‘‘done away with,’’ 
without even a shadow of a trial.

THE 
INTERESTING INTERVIEWS—NO. 10. 


We were taking a little stroll with our artist, who held his portable 
easel under one arm, prepared for any emergency, when we encountered 
Joe Goodwin issuing trom tne portals of the village church, a saintly ex- 
pression upon his face. The corner are lamp illuminated the countenance 
of the justly-famed writer of That’s How | Need You, When I Get You 
Alone Tonight and other hymn-like songs. The full, unmarkt face, devoid 
of traces inevitably lett by dissipation, bore ample testimony to the model 
lite led by this song writer, wno, in the midst of big city temptations, 
spurned them all. 

Anticipating an interview, our artist arranged his easel in such a 
manner that the are lamp previously alluded to lit up the heavenly fysiog 
of New York’s master lyricist, and then the fun began. 

‘*I’m afraid I’m far too interested in church matters to make a good 
subject for an interview,’’ modestly declared the extremely modest song 
writer. ‘‘The reasons which prompt most writers to write songs do not 
seem sufficiently religious to interest me and I shudder at the hapless end 
the writers of obscene concoctions are bound to meet with on that final day 
when they are summoned for final judgment.’’ Here the speaker extended 
a hand to emfasize his argument. It seems to us that he pointed upward, 
to heaven, but our artist swore, when we discust the subject at a later date, 
that it was in the opposit direction. 

‘*T believe in thrift,’’ he continued impressivly, ‘‘and one of my 
reasons for getting married recently was in order to have an heir, who 
would follow out my simple rules of life and properly take care of the for- 
tune I shall have amassed, when, after long years of service, I shall pass 
away.’’ 

‘*You have no conception of how vast that fortune will be,’’ he con- 
fided. ‘‘Instead of hanging around wicked saloons and cafes, as do most 
song writers, I’m saving my money—and for a purpose. I intend to buy 
up all the available property in Manhattan, the Bronx, Harlem and Wash- 
ington Heights and create a second Astor estate—only a much larger one. 
My will will provide that none of this property shall be sold, under any 
circumstances, and most of the income will be used to purchase more. Of 
course I already have enuf ready capital to purchase Times Square, but I 
intend to use most of it for rehabilitating the churches of Greater New 
York.. I buy the booze, I mean pews, for these churches, une drink, I mean 
pew, at a time.’’ Here he apologetically explained that the evening’s 
sermon had affected him so strongly that he found difficulty in properly 
expressing his thoughts. 

‘*What do you think of song writing as a game?’’ we askt, hoping 
our suggestion would serve to relieve him of embarrasment. 

‘*T think modern writers do not study the Bible sufficiently,’’ he re- 
sponded quickly. ‘* Where could we find better themes or titles for songs 
than Blessed are the meek, Do unto others as you would have them do unto 
you, and Lead, Kindly Light?’’ Then suddenly. ‘‘I fear you'll have to 
excuse me, but it is three minutes of nine and I make it an iron-clad rule 
to retire, with my wife, at nine p. m. nightly.’’ He shook hands, smiled 
at our artist and disappeared in the dusk. 

‘*That’s a good picture of Goodwin,’’ we remarkt, as the great writer’s 
footsteps died away, ‘‘but I’m afraid we won’t be able to use it.’’ 

‘*Why not?’’ demanded our artist, who felt righteously indignant at 
finding still another effort unavailable for our purposes. 

‘*Because you've drawn him exactly as he stood on the steps of the 
church with the holy place clearly shown in the background. The other 
song writers hang around saloons so much that they would become indig- 
nant if they ’d see Goodwin pictured on church steps, just as indignant as 
Goodwin would feel to see them fotograft before a saloon. It’s ail in the 
viewpoint, you know. Your picture’s so good that we ask you to eut out 
the background. But who'd recognize Joe Goodwin without a church 
background behind his lkeness?’’ 

We refused to accept our artist’s resignation.

The principals, all happily selected, and com- 
prising the hardest-working bunch of people 
ever gotten together, are all well cast and 
their work all thru the show indicated their 
eagerness to make good, for themselves as well 
as for their employers. George Stone, as fast 
and ag lithesome as ever, workt like a trojan 
and his every move was the signal for a fresh 
outburst of applause. His specialty, as well 
as ali of his eccentric dancing bits, were 
splendid and to tell the truth, it seems ag the 
George, like good wine, is improving with age. 
Billy Baker, working opposite Stone is another 
worthy and clever entertainer, and to him, ae 
well as to Stone, is much of the credit for 
the comedy success of the show due. Jimmy 
Connor, as a Mexican general in the first part 
and a U. 8. navy captain in the second, did 
some capital work, shining a deal more in the 
second part than in the first, due, possibly, to 
his lack of ability to handie the dialect char- 
acter part to which he is assigned. Jack 
Pillard, in a straight part, made a good ap- 
pearance and did well in every way. 

Al. Racyob and Ed. Woods, both in bits, also 
did well and handled several bits in a thoro 
manuer, The female contingent, headed by 
Jennie Austin, includes a remarkably clever 
line-up of women. all good lookers, all neat 
dressers, and all especially adapted to a bur- 
lesque show of the live and gingery type. Jennie 
Austin, as demure and ag sweet-faced as ever, 
has lost none of her old-time vivactty, and her 
work all thru the show was of the same 
standard of excellence that has made _ her 
famous as a burlesque star. Josie Kine, in a 
character part, gave a nice performance, while 
May Williams and Etta Piilard, distinguisht 
themselves In a manner that will surely make 
them famous as two of the liveliest and gingery 
little demons on the burlesque stage. Botb 
girls do wonderfully well, and \ike their princi- 
pal comedians, work their heads off to please the 
audience, which, to be truthful. more thao 
showed Its appreciation by its constant and un- 
ceasing applause, There are really #0 many 
commendable features about the show that it 
is hard to try to pick the flaws, and for real 
comedy, original and continuves, there are few 
to equal ft. at Teast, If they exist we have vet 
to see them. It is true that there are a few 
lines that are somewhat euggestiy, eanecia'lr 
for a lady andience. but all of these got over 
and to a hearty roar of laughter, which makes 
it hard to blame the perpetrators, altho It 
seems that there are one or two lines of dialog 
that might be thrown out without harming the 
show for a moment.

Anna Red Feather 
who sings n'cely and who makes a nice appear- 
ance also made good, both in parts and in 
numbers as did Mile. Armita, who, altho a bet- 
ter aerial artist than an actress, did very nicely 
in the small part assigned her. Tom Dinkins 
has taken a daring chance In offering a burlesque 
on so classic a production as The M'kado, and 
the offering ts highly reminiscent of the dear 
old days when true burlesque was strictly bur- 
lesque in the form of a travesty on some stanle 
nook or play, and with th's season's Tiger Lilles 
we have in The Mikado a tabloid sample of true 


burlesque in the technical sense of the term. 
it m gut be imagined, as thought the writer, 
that the average burlesque audience would have 
deemed the work too slow or would have failed 
to appreciate the source from which the travesty 
came, but such was not the case as the pretty 
little comedietta was warmly welcomed and 
liberally applauded by an audience which plainly 
showed that they appreciated the sweet music 
of the famous composers. The cast of the 
burlesque on The Mikado was as folows, all 
handling their parts nicely: 

The Mikado, Frank Gibbons; Poo Bah, Barney 
Williams; Pish Tush, Harry White Hawk; Nanki 
Poo, Walter Van Allen; Cokokola, James F. 
Burke; Katisha, Anna Red Feather; Yum Yum, 
Mona Raywond; l’rep Boo, Evelyn Ferris; Ting 
Sing, Jene Nathan; Ko Ko, Matt Kennedy. 

The olio, well balanced and good enuf, opened 
with White Hawk and Red Feather, in a weird 
singing oddity and Cheyenne war dance. Twe 
real half-bred Indians, who went noilcely, as did 
Barney Williams and Frank Gibbons ip a talking 
act that more than made good. Mlle. Armita 
and James F. Burke, billed as the perfect woman 
gymoast and the funny aerial comedian, closed 
the olio with an act that offers great possibil- 
ities. The work {s there as are the people and 
there is many a single acrobatic act getting 
double the salary that might learn many novel 
stunts from this clever team, Their act, as It 
is, is put together badly and a different idea is 
required to place it in the startling class. It 
is, however, the makings of a real feature sen- 
sation and with the right kind of producing 
and a new routine, combined with some strong 
billing, the act could well be made a sensation. 
Bargain Day, with a splendid setting. whic 
made the Casino stage look twice as large as it 
really is, is the title of the burlesque, which, 
altho slow, is rich enuf in comedy and Is suf- 
ficiently entertaining to keep the audience 
amused, the laughs coming fast and frequently. 
There is only one real and worrying fault about 
this season's Tiger Lilies and it lies in the 
Qoor work of some of the choristers, the blame of 
which we must throw upon Matt Kennedy, who, 
tho a capital performer, is evidently an easy 
stage Manager and his big-hearteduess is being 
taken advantage of. In some of the numbers 
there is a visible evidence of slovenly work, and 
the penalty should be, rehearsals. In the march 
a well-produced drill towards the close of the 
burlesque, the work is absolutely spoiled by the 
earelessness of several of the girls. several of 
them actualiy being out of step while the dress- 
ing in the wheeling sections is positivly dis- 
graceful. Girls, for goodness sake try and de 
better. 

Miss Raymond might also fmprove her gram- 
mar by using ‘‘You were?’’ in place of ‘‘You 
was?’ The numbers, all good. as far as the 
principals are concerned, but much damaged by 
the negligence of several useless chorus giris, 
are:

Our old friend, Jimmy Weedon, is back with 
the show and I feel sure that none of the blame 
for the poor work of the chorus can be attacht 
to Jim, who is a thoroly capable and painstaking 
manager.

STATE CENSOR BOARD 


President of the Motion Pictures Exhibitors’ League of 
America Writes Open Letter To All Exhibitors, 
Explaining In Detail the Advantages of a 
State Board of Censors 


[Editor’s Note—M. A. Neff, president of the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of America, 
writes exbaustivly of the reason why he is in 
favor of a states censor board instead of the 
present ferm of National Censor Board. An 
open letter written by Mr. Neff follows:] 


To the Motion Picture Exhibitors: 


I desire to make a public statement to you 
of the conditions existing at the present time; 
first, I wish to corgratulate all the members 
of The Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
America on the splendid organization and grand 
showing we have made eince our Chicago con- 
vention. We now number thirty-five states which 
are affiliated with our organization. The league 
is in a prosperous condition, new states are being 
organized and new members are joining our 
locals and our state organizations very rapidly. 


The indications now are that there will be 
very few states, indeed, outside of our organi- 
gation when the big convention assembles on 
the 7th of July in the Grand Central Palace in 
New York City. Our convention in New York 
will undoubtedly surpass all other efforts and 
establish a record for attendance. Letters of 
inquiry are daily being received at my office 
about the New York convention. Great prepara- 
tions are being made thruout the United States 
and Canada to attend the convention; special 
trains and special delegations from the various 
states, in fact, the country over is enthusiatstic 
with the anticipation of the splendid entertain- 
ments, instructiv and educational features of 
the convention and the Congress of Arts. 


Leaving the convention, we now turn to the 
subject which seems to be agitating the exhibi- 
tors, manufacturers, film exchanges and a/l others 
connected in our line of vusiness thruout the 
country; i. e., the censoring of pictures. Right 
here, I desire to make a frank, plain statement 
of facts in regards to the censor pill proposed 
in the state of Ohio at the state convention held 
in Toledo, Ohio, on the 16th and 17th of July, 
1912. It was apparent at that time that in 
the near future a constitutional amendment would 
be passed in the state of Ohio giving to each 
municipality the legal right to home rule. At 
the Toledo convention a resolution was unani- 
mously endorsed by Ohlo exhibitors that Ohio 
favor a state censor board. G-»vernor Cox_ then 
a candidate for governor, spoke at the convention 
and endorsed the resolution. ‘Tere was nothing 
eaid or done in regard to the censor bill until 
we met in national convention at Chicago on 
the 13th of August, 1912. Previous to our Chi- 
cago convention, I extended an invitation to the 
National Censor Board and their offices to meet 
with us in Chicago to devise a plan whereby 
we might create a legally constituted national 
censor board. By a resolution tn our convention, 
in Chicago, I was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee to meet the representativ who had come 
from New York to Chicago to discuss the censor- 
ing of motion pictures. The committee was ap- 
pointed by myself, but before they conferred 
with him, they found that be had returned to 
New York and a little later there appeared in 
the papers, articles favoring a meeting in Bal- 
timore to organize a league. At that time the 
press mentioned the fact, but discouraged it, 
especially the New York press. Nothing came 


& of it. 


The local exhibitors of Southern Ohio held 
& meeting at the Cincinnati Zoological Gardens 
on the Sth of October, and Hon, J. M. Cox, 
together with other distinguisht speakers favored 
the state censor board and the exhibitors of 
Ohio again went on record as favoring a state 
censor board. 


About three months ago I wrote letters to 
the president of The General Film Conipany, the 


Universal Film Company and The Mutual Film 
Company, asking their advice ag to ua censor 
board. 1 gave their views freely on the censor 


board question and outlined a plan of the bill 
for the state of Ohio. I heard from the presi 
dient of the General Film Company, and from his 
letter I was under the impression that he fav- 


red a state censor board for Ohio, but he 
was exceedingly doubtful if we could secure 
one. Up to the present time I bave not heard 


from the other manufacturers. 


Sometime 


ago I wag in the state of New 
York in company with Jas. L. Hoff, of the 
Moving Picture World, and Sam ‘Trigger, 


@tate president of New York League; we visited 
the headquarters of the People’s Institute, also 
the headquarters of The National Board of Cen- 
sorship, located at 50 Madison avenue. New York 


City. In a conversation with John Collier, 
Educational secretary, I discovered that they 
were all 


at sea ag to a plan whereby a legal 
National Censor Board could be establisht. After 
discnsing the matter with them, I came to the 
positiv conclusion, that we could get no relief 
from The Nationa! Censor Board of New York, 
“or The People’s Institute, by reason of the fect 


that the public and especially the police power 
of each state and municipality had discovered 
that the National Censorship Board was self- 
constituted, with no authority whatsoever, and 
was formally establisht for the purpose of sooth- 
ing or pacifying those who are ever ready to 
condemn and find fault or disturb by reason 
of their fanatic disposition and keen apprecia- 
tion of other people’s business.

FOREMAN BILL 


Which Passes Ohio House and 
Senate, Awaits Signature of 
Governor to Become Law 
—Exhibitors Greatly 
Disfavor Bill. 


The action of the Obio Legislature in passing 
House Bill No, 227 imtroduced by Clarke M. 
Forewan, of Willshire, Van Wert County, an 
insurance agent, reducing the size of picture 
shows from 25 feet wide to 15 feet wide, and 
from 15-foot ceiling to a 13-foot ceiling, shows 
that the Oblo Legislature bas taken a step 
backwards iustead of forwards and if th's bill 
is signed by the governor and becomes law it 
will be unfair to the proprietors of theaters 
who constructed their theaters to comply with 
the old law. If the bill becomes a law the 
villages can not afford a picture show, as there 
is now ove or more woving picture theater in 
every town aud village in the state of Ohio, and 
in some of these towns they can not afford one, 
We are inclined to belleve that the gentlemen 
who voted for this bill did not take into consid- 
eration the fact that ouly five cents admission 
is charged to picture shows and that no picture 
theater can be run after paying all expenses for 
less than $75 to $100 a week. 

Willshire, the home of Representativ Fore- 
man, has a population of 810; Scott, a railroad 


crossing, bas a population of 472. This is 
where the bill originated. Mr. Foreman, it is 
alleged, made a statewent that Dr. Wilson and 
the postmaster at Scott ask for the law. 

The law does not state whether the ceiling 
will be 13 feet Ligh from the lowest part of 
the floor whether it shall be 13 feet from the 
highest part of the floor, This bill was In- 


troduced in the House and passed: 20 feet wide 
by 13-foot ceiling and was amended in the 
Senate to 18 feet wide and 13-foot ceiling and 
House concurred in the amendment. The 
yote making it legal for picture theaters to be 
establixht in rooms 18 feet wide with 13-foot 
ceiling ‘n the Senate is as follows. 

Hamilton County senators, Cincinnati voted 
solid aga -nst the bill and the five senators from 
Cuyahoga County, Cleveland, split on the vote. 
Bernstein and Hopple voted against it. 

In the House, out of the ten representativs 
from Ham'‘lton County. three voted for the bill, 
Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow, William G. Beatty 
and John C. Hoffman. Cuyahoga County, with 
13 votes, voted solid for the bill, not one from 
Cleveland, Ohio, voted against the bill. They 
did not only vote for the bill but werkt for the 
bill. Whereas, Hamilton and Montgomery 
Counties workt hard to defeat the bill!

EXPOSITION PLANS. 


New York. March 1 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The first exposition ever devoted to the moving 
picture trades of the world is to be held in 
this city for one week, beginning Monday, July 
7, 1913, in the New Grand Centrai Palace at 
Lexington avenue and Forty-sixth street. 

It will be known as the First International 
Exposition of the Motion Picture Art and is 
given in conjunction with the Third Annual 
Convention of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, a national organization 
composed of managers of moving picture theaters 
in all parts of the country. 


This will be the first convention that the 
exhibitors have held in New York, the two 
previous ones having accurred in Columbus, 


Ghio, and Chicago, respectivly, 

The delegates are to convene in the Convention 
Hall on the mezzanine floor of the Grand Central 
Palace. where also will be the committee rooms, 
press rooms and officers’ quarters. 

The exposition itself will occupy the entire 
main floor of the Palace, which contains an area 
of over forty thousand square feet. Space wiil 
be sold to the manufacturers of any article per- 
taining to the moving picture industry at the 
rate of $2.00 per square foot for preferred lo- 
cations, and $1.50 per square foot for other 
positions.

tion. who will act ex-officio. 

The offices of the committee are located in the 
German Rank Building at Fourth avenue and 
Fourteenth street. 

All the work of promoting the exposition will 
be directed from these headquarters. Already 
a great deal of space has been contracted for 
and reservations are being made daily by lead- 
ing manufacturers.

What is claimed to be the world's model play- 
house will open here April 2. 
Some wecks ago The Billboard mentioned the 


bnew theatre in course of construction in the 
famous Champs-Elysecs, towards which the 
theatre centre of Paris seems to be moving. 
This playhouse, known as the Theatre des 


Champs-Elysees, is now practically complete and 
bids fair to be all it claims to be: A model of 
its kind. 

For years M. Gabriel Astruec. Paris represen- 
tativ of the Metropolitan Opera, of New York, 
has had the ambition to found a theatre ip 
Paris which would be modern in every way. 
Thanks to American capital and an Americau 
building scheme, he bas realized his dream. 
His model playhouse, costing nearly a million 
dollars, is to all practical purposes, ready for 
the initial curtain to ascend. 

The new playhouse fronts on the Champs- 
Elysees, one of the most famous thorofares io 


the world. The facade is classic in its sim- 
plicity and resemblis the American style of 
architecture more than any other theatre in 


Paris. 


Inside are to be found not one, but two au- 


ditoriums, as separate and distinct as though 
in different buildings. The main auditorium, 
on the ground door, seats 2,000 with its four 
galleries. while above this is the second, and 
smaller theatre, seating 600 spectators. Ahove 


this is a third hall, this designed to house 
sinall art exhibitions and the like. 

A battery of seven elevators serves the two 
auditoriums and a series of absolutely inde- 
pendent stairways and its exclusiv elevator serv- 
ice make the smaller anditorium absolutely safe 
so far as fires are concerned. 

Special corridurs are provided for firemen at- 
tacht to the theatre, and, in case of fire. re- 
inforcements from the city department could get 
to any part of the house without being seen by 
the spectators. The danger of a panic from 
this cause is, therefore, deduced to a minimum, 

Before a lick was struck on this new play- 
hevse M. Astruc told his architects he wanted 
the most modern theatre practicable. He gave 
them instructions to study the best theatres of 
America, Germany, England and Russia; to pick 
out the most desirable features in all of them, 
and unite them in the Theatre des Champs-Ely- 


sees. His only restriction was: ‘Don't ecom- 
plicate things. What I want is a therely mod- 
ern theatre but vne in which old-fashioned, 


complex machinery is replaced by unity and 
simplicity thruout.”’ 

The stage outfit is this same simplicity: 20 
stage hands can perform with ease the work of 
80. It is 32 metres (about 100 feet) wide, 20 
metres deep and is 42 metres to the gridiron. 
Iron and steel replace wood everywhere. 


The artists are well provided for, Over 300 
can be accommodated with comfort. while be- 
neath the stage, where the orchestra will sit 


(as at Beyreuth) there is space for 120 mu- 
sicians and some to spare. Here, as elsewhere. 
the latest system of ventilation. brought over 
from America. has been installed as well as 
latest sanitary appliances. There are hot 
cold water, steam radiators, ete., every- 
where. The players will be perfectly comfort- 
able in their dressing rooms. 

The auditorium has a seating capacity, in the 
orchestra section, for 500 spectators. Five 
aisles make ingress and egress extraordinarily 
easy, a vast improvement, in itself. over any 
other playhouse in Paris. Ordinarily one is 
obliged to climb over a score of premivus ar- 
rivals to get to one’s seat, and since it is the 
custom here to go out after each act, the 
climbing becomes a nuisance, both to the per- 
sun who does it and the one who is forct to 
submit to it. There is not a single column to 
obstruct the view—another difference from other 
Paris playhouses. 

One of the biggest innovations is that each 
spectator will have a locker for his wraps, etc.. 
the lockers bearing number corresponding to the 
number of his seat. And each seat is provided 
with arm-rests of its own, thus doing away 
with the polite struggle between neighbors for 
the possession of the usual, one-arm-rest-for- 
two customary in the average theatre. 

There are three balconies, the top being re- 
served for people who do not care to dress for 
night performances. As in most Paris piay- 
houses evening dress is de rigeur, this feature 
will be a hit with a large part of the popula- 
tien. 

Another feature of the new house is a huge. 
52-pipe cathedral organ. and its arrangement is 
peculiarly effeetiv. Instead of being at the 
back of the stage. its pipes open ont from the 
proscenium arch and form part of the decoration 
thereof. 

The new show-shop will be one of the most 
hrgeinic in the world. Not only has M. Astvuc 
had the building fitted with the very latest {m- 
provements along this line, brt he has sun- 
prest nearly, if not anite. all the ‘‘ginger- 
bread’’ work, allowing murals to take the place 
of dust-and-germ catching nooks. cornices, carv- 
ings and crevices. It will he one of the easiest 
henses in existence to keep clean. 

A secret passage for firemen runs from base- 
ment to roof thru the wall. There are water 
pings everywhere, exits and aisles are many and 
wide: ditto staircases, not to mention the ele- 
vators. The structure Is one of the safest any- 
where from the standpoint of the firemen. 

The lighting scheme is the new “‘invisible’’ 
lamp arrangement. Not a lamp can be seen 
anywhere. 

The curtain fs plain silver and is arranged so 
that very artistic effects may be had by the 
reflection of soft-toned. colored lights. 

Current for the lichts f« fnenished by two 
batteries operated by two motors of 150 horse- 
power each. A city connection guards against 
accident and failure of the honse’s power plants.

For this reason I am, and always have been, 
an advocate of free admission to the park and 
furnishing free attractions eacn as vaudevil 
and band concerts. This also helps to make 
more money for the concessionaire 
more people one gets in front of his place of 
business, the better chance he runs of getting 
some of the concession money he has no doubt 
advanct. 

I have also learned from my brief experience 
as park manager that novelty is the one im- 
portant thing your patrons want and demand. 
It is, in fact, getting to the point where the 
more attractions you have of this 
the more patrons you get. This was demon. 
etrated to my entire satisfaction during my 
first season as park manager. I arranged with 
the local Y. M, C, A. to put on a pdaseball 
game played in the water, in which the play- 
ers had rafts for their positions and the 
runner had to swim from one base to another. 
This feature made a decided hit, every game 
being witnest by several thousand people. In 
addition to this special attraction I furnisht 
free band concerts and moving pictures every 
evening in the week with a special open-air 
concert on Sunday afternoon and evening. Oc- 
casionally I featured some special act such as 
high diving, slides for life, ete. Other attrac- 
tions include a dancing pavilion, where dances 
are given nightly, excellent accommodations for 
boating, and other concessions such ag roller 
coaster, merry-go-round, penny arcade, shooting 
gallery, African dip, bowling alleys and pool 
rooms.

expired last September, the heirs decided to 
sell the grounds and convert their share into 
cash So Mr. Koffler could not obtain a re 
newal lease and now is at liberty to consider 
parks and elsewhere than Kansas 
City Mr. Koffler first had the dance pavilion 
at Forest Park and was so successful with this, 
making it one of the finest and most enjoyable 
in the city, that he took over the entire man 
agement of Forest Park, which he had for sev 
eral seasons, and made an almost losing venture a 
certain gain. Mr. Koffler reduced the admission to 
the park from ten cents to five cents, ana 
the rides therein to five cents, and this made 
Forest Park known as the ‘‘park of five cents,” 
where a nickel went farthest and got_ the 
best Mr. Koffler intends this season to lease 
a park or dancing pavilion in a good park, 
or some other concession.

Germany, Feb. 26.—The Imperial Su- 
preme Court partly set aside the decision of the 
German Patent Office of February, 1912, whie 
was unfavorable to the Wright patents in Ger 
many. Substantial changes were made by the 
eourt in Wright’s favor. Orville Wright was 
present in court. 

The German Patent Office by 
validated the basic 


Wright patents on aeroplanes with regard to 
simultaneous action of the rudder and wing 
flexing. The suit was brought by five German 
firms. The courts upheld two specific forms of 
patents, combining the steering and flexing, but 
disallowed the general claim. From this an ap 
peal was made to the Imperial Supreme Court 
at Leipzig.

mer, ‘To the eye of the lay public in this sec- 
tion the advent of a circus would appear just 
as seasonabie in mid-winter as in mid-summer, 
while we, in the game, know that an all-year-

attraction, but by reason of the fact that a 
vacation period each year is regarded as an 
inviolable right by all members of the profes- 
sion; a period during which home-folks may be 
visited, some of the season's savings may be 
distributed, and, as many have told me, “I want 
to lay off awhile to see some shows."’ So it is 
with those who form the house attractions from 
September till May. As their seasons draw to 
an annual close, they yearn for the farm, the 
seashore, the rialto, and the chance to see other 
members of the big family at work under the 
white tops. So it goes, and ‘tis well ‘tis so. 
The family tree is so wide-spread that divergent 
branches thrive best under separate atmospheres. 

Yo tevent to the circus. For some years I 
have contemplated the evolution tnru which this 
time-honored institution is passing, and can not 
reconcile my mind to the many departures from 
former tradition that now charactertize the big 
shows. Youthful impressions of such events 
eave an indelible stamp, and perhaps the youth 
of today will carry with them thru life the 
impressions created by modern feature acts bow 
seen at a circus. I do not think so. Perched 
up in the “‘blues,’’ with a bag of peanuts is 
one band and maintaining a balance with the 
other, or, taking a stolen “‘peek’’ under the 
side wall, we are all children—some young, 
some old, but eur viewpoint is the same.

The automobile is a visible, 
tangible piece of mechanism—every boy and 
girl know what it is, and they further know 
that its daring occupant is taking a chance for 
so much remuneration. But, the old-time leaper. 

He occupied a realm to 
himself, apart from material man. He flew 
thru the air of his own volition. He was in the 
same categery with the fairy princess of our 
young dreams, and can not be dislodged from 
our minds by the innovation of mechanica)] con- 
trivances. Will be ever come back? True, the

L’EMBUSCADE, 


A new play by Henrl Kistemaeckers was 
produced this week at the Comedie-Francaise 
It bad a mixed reception. Certain able critics 
declare it good, while certain others, equally 
able. even go so far as to say it should not 
have been produced at the Comedie. 

Incidentally M. Kistemaeckers felt himself 
insulted by the terms of the criticisms written 
by Abel Hermant, of Le Journal, and promptly 
sent bis seconds to call on the critic. Alfred 
Capus and Victor Marguerite, both playwrights. 
were M. Kistemaeckers’ seconds, and Leon Bait- 
by and Henry Bernstein were named by M. 
Hermant to represent him. 

The play tells the story of a natural child 
who wreaks vengeance upon his father. In 
the first act the son is taken Into partnership 
by the father, neither knowing the truth The 
gon saves the automobile factury which the 
father owns. and puts it on a paying basis 
Gnancially. Later the son learng that the ric! 
man is in reality his father and leads a strike 
in the shops at a moment when the concern’s 
finances are in a critical condition. He ruins 
the business and the strikers dynamite the 
building. 

In a nutshell that’s the tale told in L’Embus 
cade by the author of The Spy. now being 
played in America. M. Hermant deals with the 
piece very severely. declaring it belongs mor 
to the Ambign Theatre (a melodrama house on 
the order of our old-time, blood-and-thunder 
chops) than to the National playhouse, and that 
the latter institution should be more careful 
in the selection of its attractions. Again he 
tannts the anthor with knowing more about the 
automob le than about peychology. To use an 
Americanism, he ‘“‘kids’’ M. Kist-maeckers 
roundly though I've seen many a roast in the 
Btates which would make M. Hermant ashamed 
ef bis feeble whack at L'Embuecade. 

But the duel did not take place. M. Her 
ment’s seconds held that a critic had the right 
te lambast a literary or dramatic productien at 
will so long as be did not attack the persona! 
side of the author; and in M. Hermant’s crit 
ique, though the terms were sufficiently cutting 
in regard to the play itself, and as to its mer- 
its or defects in a literary way. no ill-will wae 
es against the personality of the au 

or. 

M. Kistemaeckers’ seconds held thst the 
literary and professional reputation of a play 
wright were so interwoven with the persona! 
equation that it was hard to differentiate be 
tween the two and that, horover. M. Kiste 
maeckers had been insulted personally by the 
terms of the article. 

It is interesting to nete that the seconds on 
doth sides are well-known play dabblers, Alfred 
Capns and Henry Rernstein having Internationa’ 
repntations as dramatists. 

They were, however. unable to agree and ap 
arbiter was named by the four men, This 
Person was Marcel Prevost. of the French Acad- 
emy. playwright and MIiterary ‘immortal.’ 
What he wonld say as judge, it was agreed 
wonld be final since he was certainly in a po 
sition to know all the fine points of the game 

He ruled that inasmuch as M. Hermant’s 
article contained no attack, direct or indirect 
against M. Kistemaeckers personally and inp 
dependent of bis play; and, whereas the critic's 
witnesses had exprest the lack of intention os 
their principal's part to strike at M. Kiste 
maeckers’ personality. there were no grounds 
for the anthor of L’Embuscade to feel of 
fended. The duel, therefore, should not take 
place. 

L’Embnecade, to get back to the play itself 
is very full of action and is truly melodramatl« 
* * © there can be nv doubt of that. But 
it is melodramatic in the way that The Spy fs 
& melodrama and. pronerly acted, is interesting 

Of course it was well acted at the Comedie.
